Then dip the mop into a solution of 
one-half cup of melted paraffin and one 
cup of kerosene, and allow the liquid 
to dry on the strips. 
The mop may be kept moist by roll­ 
ing it tightly when not in use and cov­ 
ering It with a paper hag.
